While my Aussie buddy was here, we did quite a bit of checking on costs 
of various methods of getting his booty home. He was allowed two items at 


32 kg (70.5 lbs) as checked luggage, plus 22 kg (48.5 lbs) "carry-on" 
luggage. Excess baggage was figured at $100 per 32 kg bag/box up to 
two additional pieces. Beyond that, it went to $184 per item! 


Since he had five items to check (all hitting the weight limit), it 
seemed reasonable to check out the alternatives: 


U.S. Post Office: from $24.56 for 10 lbs to $89.64 for 44 lbs (the 
maximum they'll take), all surface mail. 


UPS: From $99.25 for 10 lbs to R239.25 for 40 lbs (we hung up at that 
point) and they ship air only. 


Wallenius Lines (ship): They only ship cars, trucks, boats, and the 
like. 


Local freight forwarder: Advised us to forget it and just eat the 
excess baggage charges. She said she charges $150 just to do the 
paperwork! 


DHL (air express): $491.40 for 70 lbs. 


Also found out that the airline (a U.S. carrier) that he was booked on 
discourages excess luggage by charging high rates, so they can sell the 
excess space/weight to freight customers. Nice guys... :( 

Fortunately, the local personnel managed to get his stuff aboard for 
only $275, not the full $384. :)

in production prior to Pearl Harbor for commercial uses, 
and was bought and used by the navy, retaining the ARC-1 
designation. Was the ARC-1 designed by ARINC the same 
as the RT-18/ARC-1? According the ARINC, the set was 
designed with the cooperation with Bell Labs, and Western 
Electric did build a lot of them, so that fits. < 


The autotune was first shown at the World's Fair in SF CA in 

1939, was it not? if true, this would set the lower boundary for 
the development. Now i thot that when i read "Men and Volts 

at War" GE's wartime production survey history, circa 1948, 

that GE therein boasted of their development of the ARC-1. 

I remember also that the text also claimed that a Japanese 

admiral inspected a captured ARC-1 and stated that Japanese 
industry could not copy an equipment of such complexity. ( the 
latter assuredly true, at the time; as for the anecdote itself, 
sounds a little too unsubstantiated...) 

while digressing, i mention also that the "Lady Be Good" when 
found in 1957, was it?, had an intact ARC-1 which was pulled 

and installed in the aircraft of the military inspection group that 
landed there in the Sand Sea. ( the book sez that the command 
equipment was crushed ( perhaps when the back of the B-24 

was broken, or the wing root crushed in? ) and as for the HF 
liaison equipment, that was not mentioned, so maybe it went 

to the museum at Wright Patterson AFB, along with the flight 

log, diary, propeller, etc. Or to the collection of one of the oil 
engineers who found the B-24? Anyway this aircraft with the 

Lady Be Good ARC-1 radio later crashed in Mediterranean off 
Libya with loss of whole crew. It was rumored that the items 
removed from the "Lady Be Good" was jinxed. If you are 

interested further, the book is still in print, or a newer edition, 
from suppliers such as Zenith Aviation ( advertizes in war- 


aviation magazines) or maybe you can search on something 

like "Lady Be Good: Mystery Bomber of WW2" author's name 

something like Rodriguez. Also for fascinating text and photos 

Life Magazine in one edition of that period might be worth looking 
for ( good luck ), i read this entranced as a youngster. 

for some younger folk, to summarize the story: a B-24 returning 

to Libya from a bombing mission to Italy; the very young and 

very stressed radio operator took a bearing on the Benghazi LF 
beacon, but unfortunately the beacon receiver on this plane 

( BC-433? or? ) was of the older type with 180 degree reciprocal 
ambiguity, in other words it did not point to the station only, but 
also away from it. so with this easy error they overflew the airfield 
into the Sand Sea, and bailed out thinking they were still over the 
Meditarranean. Died after hiking several days. Ironically, if the 
crew had realized they were over a flat sandlot, they could have 
ridden the plane down. ( The B-24 was very dangerous to ditch 

in water, thus bailout ). If they had access to the plane, they would 
have had shade, thermoses with coffee to drink, some food, 

and maybe even battery power and enuff surviving radio gear to put 
together something to send out a "Mayday" ( i.e. distress ) signal 
on an HF freq. ( the book as i recall doesn't really clarify if they 
bailed with a liferaft and "Gibson Girl" CRT-2 lifeboat transmitter. 
if so, maybe they couldn't locate it?? ) 

a little longwinded, sorry, but i think ( hope ) it has enuff radio tie-in 
to pass.

At age 14 I used water - never thought of using oil - and besides, 
I think my folks would have balked at the idea of a can of oil sitting on my 
desk. It really freaked my Dad out to see the underside of the chassis 
exposed while the tube heated up the water. "You could get electrocuted! 
Patsy, look at this! Your son is going to get electrocuted!" With my 
borrowed crystal (thanks, Doc!) I "wore a groove" in 3723 kcs that summer, 
sending with a cheap Radio Shack key mounted on a piece of pine board and 
copying code on an SX-99 that Dad had bought for $50. "QSL ES TNX RPT RIG HR 
WATER COOLED 6L6 ES SX99 ES DIPOLE." That fall, when it was clear that ham 
radio wasn't a flash in the pan, Dad again fronted the cash for a used Swan 
500. (I think he figured it was safer 'cause I couldn't dunk it in a coffee 
can full of water, and besides, the coffee can was starting to rust. Thanks, 
Dad.) I kept the Swan until college, when I sold it to buy my bride-to-be an 
engagement ring.

Yesterday, when I came home from work, I had a VERY LARGE box waiting 
for me in the living room. My wife and children, of course, allready had 
it pegged as another one of dad's old radios. It was in fact a nice 
clean BC-348R, complete with shockmount, that I had purchased from 
listmember Mac Shawe, thanks Mac. This will be used with my ART-13B. 


The radio arived at my house, via UPS, in Southern California, from 
Maryland, in excelent shape.
